WHAT IS CHESS? 


By Richard Rot I 

1l What is choss? A gamo to which tho moat serious men have da voted 
thoir whole lives and about vrhloh bulky volumes havo boon written, 

Tho question is, would you call it a game rr a science? If wo trace 
the history of choss we shall find that tho game was in vogue mostly 
in these countries that played a loading part In tho matter of culture. 
In tho declining Middle Ages the Arabs, at that time tho groatost load¬ 
ers in culturo in the world, introduced chose into Europe# The oldest 
European authors on chess wo find, lived about tho year 1500 in Spain 
and Portugal, tho countries which in tho age of material and intellect- 
tuol .discoveries wore the loaders. In tho Renaissance period in Italy 
tho names of Fcleric and Greco-stand out* In the eighteenth century 
and in tho Napoleonic ora Franco led Europe, both in politics anti 
taste* That was the time of the- activity of Philidor and. Labourdon- 
nais, when Napoleon himself devoted his 1assure hours to tho game* 


"In tho nineteenth century 
the countries whore chess was gen¬ 
erally in vegue were England and, 
later on, Germany, Russia, a J 
America, After the World War 1 
(1914-1910), - chess and the revival 
of chess tournaments have made a 
bridge for Intercourse between 
erstwhile hostile nations arid have 
thus done their pert toward inter¬ 
national reconciliation more 
quickly than art or science could 
do, 

,s If we seek on explanation of 
the value of a game which was 
played with preferonce by people 
of tho highest degree of culturo, . 
wo shall probably find it in the 
following considerations i Chess 
is a fighting game anfl Lasker has 
already pointed out that evory 
human being has tho Instinctive 
neod for a fighting game, bo it ef 
a sporting kind, such as cards, or 
a board game* It is tho desire to 
tost one 1 s strength, no matter how, 
and to sock victory ar a compensa¬ 
tion for our being,.in modern 
times, mostly harnessed up in a 
framework of machinery, end as a 
consequence) being bound to main¬ 
tain throughout an evon pace, 

Fooplc of tho highest culture are 
not satisfied with just any game. 
In tho long run neither games 
that depend on physical skill nor 


games of chance content thorn. Put 
In chocs wo got a fighting game 
which Is purely intellectual and 
excludes chance. It depends In 
■chess-upon the fighting capacity 
of our intellect whether w win or 
go under, and It Is just that 
which gives to the game tho dopth 
contained in it* 

"Wo fight differently when v;o 
are in a happy state of mind than 
when wo ere sad--end it is not 
only the momentary disposition, 
but also character that shows It¬ 
self In chess* The extra-cautious, 
the potty, the tricky, and tho re¬ 
served, variable opportunist-- 
these arc easily recognisable and 
cannot In the long run wrest suc¬ 
cess from the straight-forward 
opponent, who always seeks quite 
unconsciously tho right paths 
through all difficulties, Tho a- 
beva eonsIderations may afford us 
Instances of the possibilities of 
expression that bring chess so 
near to art, 

1r Is it possible, wo ask our¬ 
selves, that d game can at tho 
same time bo an art? Well, wo can 
partly answer that by saying that 
games and art do not differ from 
each other as much as wo think. 

They have much In common. 


Thon again, in a material¬ 
istic senso, both arc absolutely 
objectless and further, tho player 
of games, equally with tho artist, 
builds up his own world and flies 
from tho sameness of tho ovary day 
ono to tho kingdom ho has sot up 
for himsolf* And lastly ovary art 
was onco a game and a pastime* 

The wall pictures of the prehis¬ 
toric man, tho songs of tho ancient 
Greek shophords or their masked 
comedies woro not very far romofco 
from art* As soon, however, as 
tho luckless lovor bogan to-pour 
out his woes upon his lute then 
earner tho dawn of art* The essence 
of art consists in tho ability of 
tho artist to sink his soul in his 
work* 

M A hundred years ago chess 
was no doubt only a game, but he 
who has felt, for example, tho 
doop sense Of devotion that per¬ 
vades Rubinstein 1 s games knows 
that we find thoro a now and over 
progressing art* 1 *
